After Alvin Misker, water super-

Once he complained that 
the amount was too high, he de- 
clared, and was told to see the 
Mayor. He quoted McCormack as 
saying: “Well, you'll have to pay 
$50 or quit.” 

During cross examination, both 
witnesses admitted they were un- 
friendly to McCormack. 

Misker’s plea came as a surprise 
to defense counsel. When court 
opened, Assistant U. % Attorney 
Lesemann told the Court that Mis- 
ker had announced he was ready 
to plead guilty. Misker confirmed 
the statement and the plea was 
accepted. Defense counsel re- 
quested a recess and went into a 
brief conference. 

When court resumed a jury of 
12 farmers and retired farmers 
was selected. Five of the 
jurors, it developed, served on the 
jury which last month convicted 
former State’s Attorney Arlie O. 
Boswell and former Coroner 
George W. Bell of Williamson 
County, now in prison, and two 
others, in a similar conspiracy 
trial. 

In his opening statement, Les- 
mann said he would show that 
George Griffith, a former acting 
Chief of Police of Herrin, collect- 
ed approximately $50 °a month 
from individual oer and 
turned the money over"to Mayor 
McCormack of his brother. He said 
he would show that Stamm also 
received money threugh collectors 
and that Misker would testify that 
he had acted as a collector.

Death of Lily Langtry Recalls Visit 
To St. Louis With Admirer in I 883 


Presence of Freddie Geb-| 
hardt at Southern Hotel 
With English Actress 
Caused Furor — Critic 
Found No Dramatic Abil- 
ity, but Praised Her 
Beauty. 


The death of Lily Langtry, fa- 
mous actress, known throughout 
the world as “the Jersey Lily,” at 
Monte Carlo yesterday, recalled to 
old-time residents of St. Louis, the 
furor created over her appearance 
here in 1883, accompanied by a 
wealthy male traveling companion. 

Mrs. Lily Langtry, as she was 
then known—she later divorced 


‘Langtry and married Hugo Gerald 


de Bathe, becoming Lady de Bathe 
upon the death of her father-in- 
law—was alternately the subject of 
ridicule and 
praise during her week's theatrical 


iengagement in St. Louis. 


When she walked down the street 
with her companion, Freddie Geb- 
hardt, young Baltimore man- 


|, about-town who was lavishing on 


her most of his $80,000 annual in- 
come, crowds “larger than the 
usual ward meeting’ followed them 
about. Small boys hooted and 
jeered. Men and woman gaped. 


Introduced by Oscar Wilde. 

Her title, “the Jersey Lily.” was 
based upon the fact that she was 
born in the Isle of Jersey, and upon 
her. remarkably pute beauty. She 
was a friend of Oscar Wilde, and it 
was Wilde who introduced her to 
Freddie. 

When her theatrical 
opened at the Olympic Theater, 
Jan. 16, 1883. th® actions of the 
Lily and Freddie were recorded in 
infinite detail. One St. Louis re- 
porter challenged Gebhardt to mor- 
tal combat after the Baltimore man 
had charged the reporter lied in a 
purported interview. 

One newspaper sent nine theat- 
rical critics to the opening per- 
formance, and in addition, dis- 
tributed cards among the audience 
asking opinions on the Lily's beau- 
ty, acting, and her association With 
Freddie. More than 100 replies to 
the questionnaire were printed. 

The challenge, which Gebhardt 
did not accept, was the hight poiht 
of the Lily’s St. Louis visits. A. B. 
Cunningham of the Globe-Demo- 
crat was the reporter whose inter- 
view was denied and the challenge, 
written with all the formality of 
the duaello code, demanded “an 
apology or the satisfaction that is 
due one gentleman from another.” 

Diagram Showed Their Rooms. 

Cunningham's interview con- 
tained a diagram showing the loca- 
tion of. Freddie’s room -.and the 
Lily's at the Southern Hotel. Be- 
tween them it noted, somewhat 
eatirically, “A corridor, patrolled 
day and night, .a sentry box, a 
Gatling gun pointing east and a 
Gatling gun pointing west.” (This, 
it was explained, was to reassure 
the good people’ of St. Louis con- 
cerning the relations of the famous 
pair. 

The story related that both slept 
late and then said of Freddie: “At 
2 he sent his man servant to the 
Lily’s room .and shortly thereafter 
repaired thither himself, where he 
and .the Lily breakfasted on milk 
toast, inuffins and pigs’ feet. as 
reported by the hotel waiter.” 

Then Cunningham described 
Freddie’s room. “On a side ta- 
ble,” he related, “there were two 
new plug hats. on the sofa two 
overcoats and on the center table 
two fresh bouquets .., There 
were four pairs of shoes and two 
pairs of slippers on the (floor. 
There was a white coverlet on the 
bed and a beautiful picture of the 
Lily suspended over the head of 
the bed. 

Freddie's Toilet Equipment. 

“On the dresser there were four 
ivory-backed. brushes, four ivory 
combs, two wisps. a pot of rouge. 
a box of Ifly white. two coat 
brushes, a small mirror, a box of 
cosmetic and -three’ pictures of the 
Lily—one a large extra. cabinet 
size mounted on a stand and the 
other two,’ ordinary cabinets. 

“It was a lovely boudoir for the 
devotee of beauty. and a fit shrine 
for the worship of a youth whose 
plaintive sighs have swept two con- 
tinents.” 

He told of being ushered into Mrs. 
Langtry’s room, where the Lily. 
her sister-in-law, Miss Langtry. 
and Freddie, “were vigorously dis- 
cussing a dish of roast quails.”

It’s an impudent piece of business, 
this interviewing is; it wouldn't oe 
allowed in England — no it 
wouldn't.’ 

“Freddie, who had picked up his 
coat tail and was fingering it nerv- 
ously, replied in some agitation, 
‘Yes, that’s it. I'm traveling for 
pleasure. I’ve got the money to pay 
for it and I’m enjoying myself.’ 

“ . A giass of wine hastily 
drunk had the apparent effect to 
revive the youth's courage and he 
said, desperately: “Go—go on, ask 
me anything you like.” 

“Well,” said the reporter, 
you really love Mrs. Langtry? 

Interview Grows Too Intimate. 

“But this was more than Fred- 
die could stand. He sald he didn’t 
come to St. Louis to be insulted. 
The Lily said, ‘No.” she didn’t, 
either. and they all got up and 
the servants ‘got up and began to 
move about in a suspicious, not to 
say hostile way, and the reporter 
concluded that it was safer in the 
rotunda than fn the Lily’s room.” 

The Globe-Democrat carried the 
story Jan. 17, with the heading, 
“Freddie Is Here.” The same day 
the Post-Dispatch quoted Gebhardt 
as saying, “You can say for me 
that he (Cunningham) lied tn that 
clear through. He lied in what he 
wrote.’ 

The Post-Dispatch quoted him 
further as saying (the quotation fs 
literal with dashes and all): “I 
don’t care a d—n what the news- 
papers say about me, not one sin- 
gle d—n.’ 

Then the Post- Dispatch writer 
described Freddie, saying he 
looked “like a healthy, well-built 
young man who would be quite a 
formidable rival in a fist fight. He 
makes no parade of his $80, 000 In- 
come and. states that all he wants 
is to be let alone.” 


The Boyish, Slender Freddie. 


In another. story he was

HERB are other defenses 
Tene the ones described in 

previous articles. But, all re- 
quire the principles explained in 
Article No. 42. Above all, the 
players must talk on defense. 
The best defense is the one you" 
plan. You know what the other 
team has in the way of an of- 
fensive, therefore you must build 
your defense to stop the attack 
and still not hinder your offen- 
sive. 

Teams which do not practice 
defense a great dea! will fall into 
the five-man defense. Its great- 
est advantage lies in the possi- 
bilities of the fast-breaking at- 
tack. 

The four-man defense is used 
by a team which employs the 
long passa The long pass center 
begins to fight for the ball as 
soon as the opponents gain pos- 
session.

the attention of the Commission; 
John K. Tener, who succeeded him. 
and Mr. Herrmann, chairman of 
the Commission, all concurred with 
me that the piayger should be de- 
clared a free agent; yet at the sanfe 
time we ali felt that, tnasmuch as 
the Pittsburg club had acted in 
good faith and conformed to al] 
the laws of baseball, Mr. Dreyfuss 
had a moral! right to Sisler's serv- 
ices and should be given every op- 
portunit” to securs those services. 
and for that .eason the other mem. 
vers of the Commission heid their 
decision in abeyance, though Judge 
Codd was pressing the Commission 
continuously for action in the mat- 
ter. 

Chairman Herrmann’s next step
